data, it is generally accepted as a 
fact that the grades of the roads ur- 
ing the Yellowhead pass are much 
less than prevail on other railways 
operating over the mountains; and 
that there will be less trouble with 
snow Tact ds will therefore 


operate under the most favorable pos- 
sible conditions, and it may be safely 
issumed that they will develop traf- 


fic in the transportation of grain 
tributary to their lines to the utmost 
possible extent; and that they will 


certainly follow the usual practice of 
railways and estabiish competitive 
rates which will enable all grains 
from their pranches, destined for 
Pacific ports, to be hauled to their 
main lines, thence westward through 
Edmonton to the Pacific shipping 
points, even when mileage thus cov- 
ered might be greater than if hauled 
to the nearest point of contact and 
handed over to the Canadian Pacific 
railway for the long haul to tide~- 
water, It is therefore a reasonable 
assumption that grain from the C, N. 
R. and G. T. P. branches from as far 
south ag the immediate vicinity of the 
main line of the C.P.R. would be 
carried through the Yellowhead pass; 
and these northern roads would un- 
doubtedly compete successfully for a 
share of the traffic at points where 
they might touch or cross the C, P. R. 
main line, 
Great Stream of Traffic, 

“Unfortunately there is no data 
available bearing upon the probable 
effect of the opening of traffic through 
the Panama canal, but it is generally 
accepted without question that the 
grain traffic of at least the western 
portion of the prairie provinces will 
move westward and that rates to Liv- 
erpool eastward or westward will 
equalize at a point nor further west 
then midway between Winnipeg and 
Edmonton, or in the neighborhood of 
Humboldt on the C. N. R, and Wat- 
rous on the G, T.«P., and a line drawn 
southward through those points, It 
will, therefore, be seen that Edmogn- 
ton is the converging point of a great 
stream of grain traffic which may be 


expected to flow westward through 
the Yellowhead pass."
